9. (Currently Amended) A method of making isolated superficial zone protein, comprising 
the steps of: 

(a) culturing chondrocytes in serum-free medium under conditions that allow 
expression of superficial zone protein; 

(b) harvesting the medium from the cultured chondrocytes; and 

(c) isolating the superficial zone protein from the medium. 



13. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 12, wherein the [insect cell is] nucleic acid 
that encodes the superficial zone protein is comprised within a baculovirus [-infected cell]. 
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The following is an Examiner's Statement ot Reasons for Allowance: The prior art of record 

does not teach or suggest the claimed method of making superficial zone protein. The cited art 

distinguishes MSF from SZP, and while the culturing of chondrocytes in serum-free and serum 

containing medium is known in the art, it is not obvious that one used use one medium over the 

other for the expression of SZP. Therefore, the claims are allowable over the art of record.
